RIOTING IN CHINA. 
PLACARDS PASTED AT FOO CHOO THREATENING 
THE FOREIGNERS. 

Loxpox, Aug. 1.—Dispatches received here 
from Foo Choo, China, state that rioting is 
imminent at that place and the town is 
totally unprotected. Placards upon which 
are notices threatening foreigners have been 
posted in the public thoroughfares. It is re- 
ported that the mission building at Yen 
Ping, Province of Fo Kien, on the Min River, 
ninety miles northwest of Foo Choo, and at 
Foo Ning, in the same province, seventy 
miles northeast of Foo Choo, have been at- 
tacked by a Chinese mob, It is also said that 
some of the inmates of the mission buildings 
have been killed. 


AN OUTRAGE ON CHINESE. 


CELESTIALS AT VALLEJO, CAL., MOBBED BY 
THE CITIZENS. 

Saw Frawcisco, Cal., Aug. 1.—An outrage 
on Chinese recently occurred at Vallejo, 
which probably will lead to a demand for in- 
demity from the Chinese Government. A 
short time agoalotof Vallejo Chinese came 
to the Consulate here and declared they were 
living in fear of their lives. as the regular 
authorities refused to protect them. Trouble 
began on the night of July 4, when a crowd 
gathered about the Chinese quarters at 
Vallejo and pelted the celestials with stones. 
Recently a fire was started and a Chinese gir! 
was burned to death. Warrants for eight 
men were issued. The Vallejo authorities 
claim there is no legal proof against any of 
the accused, but the Chinese story is told 
with so much detail, that Gov. Markham has 
been requested by tu State Department to 
investigate the matter. < 


VERY CHILLING TREATMENT. 


THE PRINCE OF NAPLES SXUBBED BY AN 
ENGLISH PRINCESS. 

Loxpox, Aug. 1.—It is said the Prince of 
Naples has been badly snubbed by the Prin- 
cess Maud of Wales, to whom he took the op- 
portunity of his visit to England to make ad- 
vances. Maud is rather the prettiest of the 
Prince’s three daughters and has sweet and 
engaging manners. Her meeting with the 
Prince, however, was the first time that she 
had been brought nearer than a mere intro- 
duction to the Italian and her emphatic way 
of repelling his polite approaches is said 
to have been amusing to the select 
party present on the occasion. The Prince 
evidently felt it deeply. It was not the first 
time he has been snubbed by the royal 
Teutons. About a year ago he went courting 
the young Princess Marguerite of Prussia, 
sister of the Kaiser. The Kaiser himself was 
not unwilling, but Marguerite evinced from 
the first a repugnance for the youth, and 
would have nothing to do with him. She was 
sustained by her mother, the Empress Fred- 
erick, who ts devoted to Marguerite. Where 
the Italian will get his next snub is as yet un- 
certain, but the indications are that he will 
have to seek a wife among the royalties of 
Southern Europe. The North has given him 
a very chilling treatment.

Inside Facts About the Recent Melinite 
Conspiracy in France. 


EFFORTS TO SELL THE SECRET EXPLO- 
SIVE TO OTHER COUNTRIES. 


M. Tripon’s Bargain With M. Turpin, the 
Inventor—Too small a Sum Paid Him 
by the French Government—A Fatal 
Dispute—Trial and Conviction of the 
Conspirators. 


Paris, Aug., 1.—The fact that some dis- 
closures of a startling nature have been 
made in regard to the sale of quantities of 
France’s secret explosive (melinite) and that 
a number of persons have been sentenced to 
terms of imprisoment for participation in the 
conspiracy, has already been cabled to 
America. But the true history of this dan 
gerous conspiracy has only just been made 
public. All the testimony inthe case, it will 
be remembered, was taken in secret’ and 
MM. Turpin, Tripon and Fassler were sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment and M. 
Feuvrier was condemned to two years’ con- 
finement in prison. The court also con- 
fiscated all the arms and machinery found at 
the residences of Turpin and Tripon and 
ordered his pamphiet, Hos the 
Melinite Was Sold,“ to de destroyed. 
The prisoners appealed against the verdict, 
but the Court of Appeals affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court. This much is 
known. The truth about this extraordinary 
affair is as follows: Turpin and Tripon, in ad 
dition to selling the secret melinite to agents 
of foreign governments, also tried to sell, not 
only to English houses but Englishmen rep- 
resenting, as is well known,the governments 
of Germany and Italy, some most important 
documents belonging to the French Ministry 
of War, and particularly some valuable doc- 
uments relatingto the management of the 
French artillery. But these documents, 
a most inaccurate and incomplete list 
of which was published in Turpin’s pam- 
phlet. according tothe military authorities, 
had no longer (when Tripon tried to sell 
them) the same value they had some time 
previously. They consisted, roughly speak- 
ing, in a resume of the experiments made 
with melinite at Malmaison and of the effects 
produced by a shell loaded with melinite. 
There was also document analyzing melinite 
and giving a description ofa patent detona- 
tor invented by Turpin, but which, as it was 
afterwards shown, was rejected by the Artil- 
lery Board, as it was nota description of the 
famous detonator of Bourges. There were 
other and more important documents, it is 
admitted, for sale by the two chief conspira- 
tors. 

INVENTOR TURPIN. 

Turpin is mot, as has been erroneously 
stated, the inventor of mein ita. is simply 

inventor of tite method or cturing 
the acid which its the main factor in the 
composition of melinite. For years back, 
however, Turpin had been experimenting 
with high explosives and was confident that 
his invention would, sooner or later, come to 
the front in spite of the fact that he had re- 
peatedly fatled, bothin French and in foreign 
countries, to obtain recognition. He wanted 
the sum of 2,000,000 francs as the price of his 
new acid, but the French Government, at 
first, refused to listento his explanations. 
In 1884 and in 1585 Turpin was bvegging 
the French Government to believe that he 
had invented the most powerful explosive 
in existence or dreamed of. At this same 
period Tripon, Turpin’s future accomplice, 
was a secret agent of the Ministry of War, 
and the trial has revealed the factthat the 
French Government has a great many of 
these secret agents circulating and operating 
in various parts of the world. Tripon, who 
was also connected with an English gun firm, 
had managed to make himself useful to the 
French Ministry of War, and it was in his 
capacity as a secret agent of the Government 
that he managed to obtain access to the 
French War Office. Thus it was that Tripon 
managed to get into places where even his 
rank in the Territorial Army (he was a 
Captain in the Seventh Regiment of Artillery) 
would not have obtained him admission. 
Consequently Tripon circulated at will about 
the War Office und became acquainted with 
all the clerks and chiefs of bureaus. Turpin, 
the inventor, on the other hand, had never 
been able to penetrate into the War Office 
any further than the ante-rooms, but while 
waiting there in the hopeof getting an in- 
terview with different officials he had seen 
Tripon going in and out of the Ministry of 
Warina manner which seemed to indicate 
that he owned the entire bDuliding. 

ALL-POWERFUL TRIPON. 

Consequently Turpin resolved to become ac- 
quainted with this all-powerful person in or- 
der to get the latter interested in his ex- 
plosive inventions. The two men soon became

THE SWISS CODFEDERATION. 


Commemoration of the Sixth Centennial 
of Ite Establishment. 


Berne, Aug. 1.—The commemoration of the 
sixth centennial of the establishment of the 
Swiss Confederation is being gayly observed 
by the people of the different cantons. Dis- 
patches from Geneva report that a general 
outcoming of the population todo honor to 
the occasion has there, and that 
the same is very generally true of 
the entire country. In this city, the seat of 
the government, the most elaborate prep- 
arations had been madeto make the day a 
memorable one. The street decorations and 
the ornamentations of the buildings are par- 
ticularly profuse and well chosen. Over the 
Government offices the red-and-white flag of 
the confederation is, of course, conspicuous. 
Private demonstrators, however, add to the 
flag of their country, those of France, Russia 
or Italy, as they variously incline in sympa- 
thy.

PAY-ROLL FRAUDS. 


TWO EMPLOYES OF THE BROOKLYN NAVY 
SUSPENDED. 

New Tonk, Aug. 1.—Jonas M. Farrington 
and Wm. Desmond,employes of the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, have been suspended. It is al- 
leged that they are mixed up in pay-roll 
frauds. A board of inquiry is making an in- 
vestigation and its report will probably be 
sent to Washington on Monday. Several ar- 
rests will, is is said, result from the investi- 
gation. The alleged wrong doing is in con- 
nection with the pay-roll of the yards and 
docks department of the yard. Last Tues- 
day afternoon two payers named Allen and 
Ryan presented checks to Paymaster George 
H. Griffin; the latter looked puzzled for a 
mo ment and then handed the checks back 
to the men, saying that he had al- 
ready paid them. The two men insisted 
that they had never had been paid 
and demanded their money. Mr. Griffin 
again looked over his books and found that 
he was right. He then called in Civil En- 
giner Asserson, who is head of the Depart- 
ment of Yards and Docks, and then Com- 
mandant Henry Eben was notified of the ir- 
regularities that had been discovered. The 
next day the commandant appointed a board 
of investigation to investigate the matter. 
The commandant also suspended Chief Clerk 
William Desmond and Jonas M. Farrington 
of the Docks and Yards Department. The 
Board of Inquiry sat all day Thursday and 
yesterday and unearthed enough frauds to 
warrant a report being sent to Washington. 
When the discovery was made on Tuesday 
Desmond and Farrington had gone home for 
the day. Desmond did not appear at the 
yard on Wednesday, reporting sick. He 
has not been here since, but is supposed to 
be in Rockland County with his wife. The 
other clerk, Farrington, however, appeared 
at the usual time and denied all knowledge of 
the duplicitiy. He said he had no hand in it 
and derived no profit from it. He was away 
five days last week, and his friends say the 
falsifications were made during his absence. 
While he was away his was filled by a 
writer named Andrew „Who has been 
away on leave since Monday. The board is 
investigating bim also. The navy yard 
Officials were very reticent about the case 
yesterday. Commandant Eben would not 
say what amount of money had been obtained 
by the falsification of the pay roll and 
neither would he say how long it had been 
going on. It is thought that the Board of In- 
quiry will finish its labors to-day.

A MURDER MYSTERY SOLVED. 


THE KILLING OF ALBERT MOLITE AND HIS CLERK 
In 1875. 

PETOSKEY, Mich., Aug. 1.—Twenty years 
ago Albert Molitor of Detroit,Mich. ,settled in 
Rogers City, Presque Isle County, and en- 
gaged in heavy business undertakings, prin- 
cipally merchandise and lumbering. On the 
night of Aug. 23, 1875, he was murdered while 
sitting at his desk, being riddled with bullets. 
His clerk, a young man named Sullivan, 
sprang to his assistance, and healso received 
a similar charge. They both died within a 
few days. The killing created wide- 
spread excitement and was the talk 
of the State and county at the time. Both 
were highly respected. A large reward was 
offered for the apprehension of the murder- 
ers, but what effort was madein that direc- 
tion is not recalled now, and while the matter 
has been almost forgotten by the outside 
world in the iapse of fifteen years, yet dis- 
connected rumors and criminations could be 
heard most any time in Presque Isle County, 
brought about by occasional local quarrels 
and troubles. These rumors have come to a 
realization by the action of one William 
Kiepke, a farmer residing in Melke township, 
who has made a confession to the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. He states that his troubled 
conscience was unbearable to him—that he 
could stand the remorse and secret no longer. 
His confession is that seventeen years ago 
some citizens of Presque Isle County, includ- 
ing himself, entered into an oath-bound com- 
pact to assassinate Albert Molitor and Fred- 
erick Denny Larke. For some reason Larke 
was not seen on the fatal evening and he 
states that the killing of the clerk, Sullivan, 
was a mistake. The shot he received was in- 
tended as a second one for Molitor. The list 
contains many prominent men of the coun- 
ty.

SECRETARY NOBLE. 


His Reported Resignation Vigorously 
Denied at Cape May. 


THE GENERAL HAS NEVERTHELESS EX- 
PRESSED A DESIRE TO RETIRE. 


Mr, Harrison Said to Have Promised to Let 

Sen. Noble Go as oon as He Can Find 
a New Head for the Interior Depart 
ment-Washington News andi Gos- 
sip. 


New York, Aug. 1.—Collector Fassett, who 
has just returned from a visit to President 
Harrison at Cape May Point, says that the 
reported resignation of Secretary Noble was 
vigorously denied at the presidential cot- 
tage. 

heard Private Secretary Halford tell the 
newspaper correspondents,'’ said Mr. Fas- 
sett, that not only had the Secretary not 
resigned, but that there was nothing in the 
statement that Gen. Noble proposed to leave 
the Cabinet.’’ 

A Washington dispatch to a morning paper 
in discussing the same subject says that 
notwithstanding the denials that come from 
Cape May and from department officials in 
Washington that Secretary Noble has 
tendered his resignation to the Presi- 
dent, there is the very best authority for 
stating that the Secretary has notified the 
President that he desires to retire from the 
Cabinet. The resignation has not been made 
in the usual formal way to be acted upon at 
once, but the President has been asked by 
Gen. Noble toretire him and Mr. Harrison 
has promised to do so as soon as he can find 
the proper person to place at the head of the 
Interior Department. ; 

The story which receives most credence to- 
day is that Secretary Noble’s health has been 
0 bad of late that he felt unable to perform 
the duties of his position; that he has felt 
alarm over symptoms of heart trouble, and 
that he is now taking a long rest with an in- 
definite leave of absence, in the hope that 
recreation and rest may enable him to re- 
sume the Guties of his post. If his vacation 
fails to produce the desired effect, then he 
will ask the President to accept his resigna- 
tion. It is believed that the President is cog- 
nizant of these facts and will only consent to 
Gen. Noble’s quitting the Cabinet when it is 
demonstrated that his health demands hig 
retirement. 

Gen. Noble’s friends are speculating a little 
as to what he will do if he goes out of the 
Cabinet. They say they are certain he will 
not take the Judgeship in the Eighth Circuit, 
A story is current to the effect that the Secre- 
tary said that such an appointment had no 
attractions for him.

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He Had Threatened to Kill Himself if His 
Imaginary Troubles Did Not Cease, and 
a Watch Was Put on Him, but Without 
Avail, the Tragedy Occurring Early 
This Morning—Suicide of a Woman.. 


The home of Miller Alexander, an old and 
well-known citizen, at 1122 6t. Ange avenue, 
was the scene Of a dramatic and heart · rend · 
ing suicide at 5:30 o’clock this morning. Dab- 
ney Alexander, 3 years ot age, an employe 
of the State Savings Bank, was the victim of 
nis own rash act, The young man had 
a severe attack of la grippe and 
pneumonia last November, Eyer since 
he has suffered from a tendency to mental 
aberration which has been developing insid - 
jously for the past three months. It mani- 
tested itseif by frequent attacks of melan- 
cholia, during which there was a slight ten- 
dency to suicide,on the part of the sufferer. 
Last Wednesday evening Mr. Alexander re- 
turned home from the bank in apparently 
good health. After supper he sat out on the 
front steps joking and laughing with his sis- 
ters and some neighbors. Suddenly his 
pleasant manner changed, and he abruptly 
jeftthe company and went upstairs. The 
next morning he was unwell and Dr. W. 
Huston Ford, the family physician, was sent 
for. Heatonce pronounced it a return of 
the old attack. As he had frequently inti- 
mated to his mother that he would put an 
end to his life if his imaginary 
troubles did not leave him a strict watch was 
kept over him, some ofthe family being at 
his bed side all the time. Last night Dr. 
Ford administered him a sedative and his 
brother Edward prepared to sit up with him 
all night. About 8 o’clock Mrs. Alexander 
awoke and frelieving the watcher took her 
place by her son’s bed side. __ 

TRIED TO STOP HIM. 

Toward daybreak the effect of the medi- 
cine wore off and the patient began to grow 
restless, but he quieted and spoke rationally 
to his mother forawhile, She left the room 
afterward for a few moments. As she 
re-entered she saw her son sitting up in the 
bed with something gleaming in right 
hand. Realizinginan instant what was 
about to do, she sprang forwa and 
threw herself upon him, but too late, 
for the muzzle of the revolver \ was 
pressed against hisright temple and press- 
ing the trigger he sped the bullet through 
his brain. The young man fell over lifeless 
on the bed. The report aroused the faniily, 
and the aged mother, who maintained her 
composure wonderfully, sent for medical 
aid. Dr. Spikgelhatter of Lafayette and Mis- 
souri avenues arrived in a few minutes, but 
could do nothing. The bullet had passed across 
the head from the right temple and lodged 
over the left eye. Within twenty minutes 
after the shooting life was extinct.

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THE BEST ON RECORD. 


THE PRESENT YEAR WILL EXCEED ALL 
PREDECESSORS IN WHEAT EXPORTS. 


Peculiarly Favorable Situation of Affairs 
as Regards St. Louis—A Shortage of 
Lake Transportation That Will Greatly 
Increase This Oity’s Trade. 


As the season advances the prospects of St. 
Louis making the best showing on record in 
the shipments of grain for foreign use in- 
crease. The last factor that has tobe taken 
into consideration is the shortage of vessels 
on the lake and canal routes. News has been 
received from Chicago, Milwaukee and Du- 
luth to the effect that shippers are greatly 
embarrassed by the lack of vessels suitable 
for carrying grain, and that for this reason 
there is a drift of wheat toward the Missis- 
sippi route, and away from the New York 
route. 

TRANSPORTATION SHORTAGE. 

An unusual demand has been made upon 
the lake boats, owing to the fact that an ex- 
tensive and severe freight car famine is now 
regarded asa certainty. To this the lake 
boats have not been able to respond, and 
unless there should be a diversion of ship- 
ments it is certain that there will be a most 
disastrous blockade in the lake ports, a 
blockade which the railroads will be unable 
materially to relieve. That this diversion 
will take place is, however, more than likely 
—in fact it has already begun to take 
place, as letters have been received 
by exporters in this city asking what facili- 
ties they had for sending grain abroad by 
way of the river, and promising to send con- 
signments here in case transportation could 
be provided. 

INVADING CHICAGO TERRITORY 

Nearly all these letters come from territory 
that has been regarded as tributary to Chi- 
cago, or which was debatable ground be- 
tween that city and St. Louis. The repiy has 
been that here there will be no shortage of 
barges and that all grain that is sent can be 
handled. The stage of the river is consider- 
ably higher than customary at this season of 
the year and the barges can, there- 
fore go out much more heavily 
loaded than usual. The Government 
work on the river has had nota little to do 
with this. The appropriations for river im- 
provements have been large and special at- 
tention has been paid to removing bars, s0 
that the requisite depth of eight feet has 
been secured in many places where the water 
was never before so deep during the latter 
partof the summer. This, combined with 
the good stage of water has largely increased 
the transportation facilities of St. Louis ata 
time when a freight car famine and a short- 
age of lake boats makes this of immense im- 
portance. 

THE ESTIMATED EXPORTS. 

In addition, the large wheat crop in this 
country and the fallure of the European 
crop has caused the foreign shipments to as- 
sume an almost unprecedented importance. 
Just what amount of grain will be shipped 
abroad cannot yet be ascertained, but a com- 
parison with former years will give a good 
idea of what can be shipped. During the year 
ending on July 1, 1891, the crop was about 400, - 
000,000 bushels, and of this 106,000,000 bushels 
was exported in the formof wheat and flour. 
The crop for the present year is estimated at 
540,000,000 bushels, so that it may be esti- 
mated that considerably over 200,000,000 bush - 
els could be exported on the basis of domes- 
tic consumption of the preceding year. Even 
at this figure the shipments of this year will 
be the largest on record. The highest point 
reached before was touched in 1881, when 
186,000,000 bushels were sent abroad. For the 
last seven years the average value of the an- 
nual exports of wheat and flour have been 
$106,000,000. At prices ruling this year 
the value wil be $20,000,000. On 
this basis the present crop would 
yield to farmers, carriers, millers and 
handlers a total result of $40,000,900 against 
86872, 00, 000 as the value of last years crop. 
Of this, St. Louis, owing to its betteg hand- 
ling facilities, will gain much more than its 
pro increase. 

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 

Another encouraging feature is that owing 
to the situation in Wall street money for 
moving the crops will be far easier than had 
been anticipated. The New York stock 
market is exceedingly inactive, owing to the 
uncertainty as to the course of the European 
farmers, and to the effect that the 
Grain of gold that is certain to follow the 
shipment of the large wheat crop will have 
on the foreign markets. Many believe that 
this will necessitate the sale of a large num- 
ber of American securities, and a consequent 
disturbance of the American market. There 
are very few contracts outstanding, and 
dealers are generally confined to room trad- 
ing. This state of affairs has caused the de- 
mand for money in New York to be less than 
usual, and is operating very favorably on 
the crop movement.

DEFRAUDED A WIDOW. | 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST HENRY G. 
WYNNE OF NEW YORK. 


The Accused a Son-in-Law of the Late 
Gov. M’Enery of Louisiana—Mrs. Har- 
riet Eads Gave Bim $1,000 to Invest in 
Wythical Coal Lands. 


band of Jenny McEnry, youngest daughter of 
the late Gov. McEnry of Louisiana, accord- 
ing toa morning paper, is earnestly sought 
by Sheriff Gorman on a charge of swindling 
preferred by Mrs. Harriet Eads of this city. 
Mrs. Eads made the acquaintance of Wynne 
several months ago at the Starling Hotel, 
this city. He presented credentials of the 
highest character and assured her he was the 
son of ‘‘Admiral Wynne’’ of the Confederate 
Navy. He told her that he waschief engineer 
of the Chesapeake, Fredericksburg & Western 
Railroad and that during the preliminary 
surveys he had discovered near Luray, W. 
Va., an immense coal field, where the 
coal could de quarried from the 
surface at comparatively little cost. The 
ground on which it lay, he said, belonged to 
a New York man, who was entirely ignorant 
of its value. It lay forty miles from any of 
the exporting railroads, but the new road 
would approach it within a short distance. 
He said he could get the option of several 
hundred acres of land for $900, and if she 
would put $1,000 in his hands he would secure 
the title toit for her. After the railroad was 
completed he would open up the mines and 
she would become very wealthy. Mrs. Eads 
immediately placed $1,000 in Wynne’s hands 
to invest for her in the coal lands. He gave 
her an unsecured note as a pledge, and re- 
quested that she say nothing about the in- 
vestment until he could secure the deed to 
the land, because the owner ofthe land 
might raise the price. For several days Mrs. 
Eads kept her promise, but her good luck so 
overjoyed her that one day she said to Dr. 
House: I've invested $1,000 where it will 
bring me enormous earnings.’’ 
THE SECRET OUT. 

Knowing her weakness for investments 
with ‘‘large gains’’ the doctor persuaded 
her to tell him how she had invested the 
money. She showed Wynne’s note. The 
doctor laughed at her, told her she had been 
fooled fagain and advised her to get her 
money back as quickly as possible. Becom- 
ing frightened she hastened to Mr. J. Howard 
OClapp’s office and told him of her invest- 
ment. Heat once went to Wynne, who was 
then with the Novelty iron Building Co., 
No. 88 Wall street, of which Mr. Townsend 
Percy is President, and demanded Mrs. Eads 
money. Wynne said he did not have it and 
admitted that he had not invested it as he 
bad promised Mrs. Eads, but had put it into 
another concern. Mr. Clark then found 
that the Chesapeake, Fredericksburg 
& Western Railroad, likewise the 
lands near Luray, were pure myths, fand 
never hadany existence except in Wynne’s 
mind. He also found that the scheme in 
which Wynne said he had invested the money 
was also a myth. He accused Wynne of 
swindling his client, and Wynne asked ifa 
settlement could not be made. Efforts were 
then made through Silas Stillwell, a lawyer, 
to effect a settlement. Wynne had been em- 
ployed by Buffalo Bill and Nate Saulsbury as 
an engineer and architect to erect the grand 
stand forthe American Amusement Syndicate 
Co. whenthe Wild West show was in Paris.

WORKMEN GET THE TAX. 

The labor situation in the tin-plate in- | 
dustry is furnishing American workmen a 
most excellent and instructive demonstra- 
tion of the fallacy that the protective 
policy is beneficial to them or to anyone 
except the favored manufacturers, for 
whose profit it is imposed upon the country. 

The workmen were asked to vote for 
protection and labor for the adoption of 
the tin-plate tariff, on the ground that it 
would enlarge their opportunities to ob- 
tain employment at good wages. Now 
that increased protection has been secured 
and the tax on tin- plate has, been imposed 
the home workmen are at the mercy of the 
manufacturers, who dismiss them at the 
first question of wages and coolly announce 
that they can and will obtain plenty of 
laborers from abroad to do the work on 
their own terms. 

Thus, whilst the manufacturers enjoy 
increased profits from the high prices 
which the tariff enables them to charge, 
and from the employment of cheap im- 
ported labor, the American workmen, whe 
have been deluded into giving aid to their 
selfish purposes, get nothing excepta tax 
on their dinner- pails. 

It should not take many object lessons of 
this sort to open the eyes of the working- 
men to the falseness of protective argu- 
ments and promises.

Wages and Duties. 
From the New York Won. 

Every wage-earner in the country ought to 
read Mr. Horace G. Wadim's latest report of 
the Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics and 
Labor. It isa complete answer to the great 
army of protectionists who insist that the 
cost. of labor is the chief cost of products of 
our manufactures, and that the tariff taxes 
are levied for the benefit of the wage-earner. 

This report shows that the wages of unpro- 
tected labor in Massachusetts constitute 26 
per cent of the cost of production, and the 
cost of protected materials as per cent. Prob- 
ably if materials were made free, and there- 
fore their cost was reduced, the employer 
would give more to his workingmen. 

Wages constitute 22 per cent of the price, 
and material 59 per cent, and yet the average 
rate of duty under the McKinley tariff is 6 
per cent, and most Of that tax is added to the 
price of the domestic article. In order to be 
eminentiy fair, let us assume that 50 per cent 
is added to the It is evident that the 
workingman is from receiving the benefit 
of the tarif imposed by the McKinley act, 
and that the allegation that it was passed for 
the sole profit of the American workingman 
is shown to be false.

JUDGE VALLIANT’S SCRUPLES MAY Aé- 
SIST THE BOOKMAKERS. 


A Bookmaker Sues the South Side Park | 
for Heavy Damages—A Peculiar State- 
ment About the Betting There, and a 
Threat to Close the Race Track by 


General Prosecutions. 


The chances seem to-day that the Pool 
alley bookmakers will be able to keep up 
their business until the Supreme Court gets 
to the writ of error asked for by Prosecutor 
B. Dierkes and State’s Attorney T. B. Harvey. 
The success of the plan of mandamus upon 


the law, a direction which, under the 
circumstances might reasonably be consid- 
ered rather absurd, and excusable only by 
reason of the object to be accomplished, and 
after that the Circuit Court had to remain in 
session and hear the mandamus proceedings. 
It is conceded all the Police Commissioners 
would be quite willing to help Attorney 
Harvey execute his plan in place of 
the protest of Attorney Chester H. Krum, 
based on the ground that the Board 
would be making itself ridiculous by order- 
ing the Chief of Police to enforce a law of 
the State. Attorney Krum has sent a letter 
to the board presenting this view of the case, 
and objecting to the attempt of Attorney 
Harvey to use the board in this way. 
MR. KRUM INCONSISTENT. 

Attofney Harvey read the letter to- 

Gay, and asserted that the letter was 
“Mr. Krum claims that 
unconstitution ai. said 
de. How he can object to the board's or- 
dering the Chief not to enforce an unconsti- 
tutional law I don’t see. However, that’s 
not the point. What we want the board to do 
is merely to put upon the record the fact that 
the law is not being enforced because it is not 
constitutional. Upon that statement we go 
to the Circuit Court. 

So far, the plan is good, but Attorney 
Harvey next must provide a Circuit Court in 
which to bear the mandamus proceedings. 

JUDGE VALLIANT TALKS. 

The Court of Judge Valliant is the only one 
available, allthe others having adjourned. 
Attorney Harvey said this morning that he 
hoped to be able to prevail 
upon the Judge to adjourn his 
Court from time to time until the mandamus 
proceedings could be heard and the case dis- 
posed of, one way or the other. Upon this 
hope depended his expectation of being able 
to close the pool-rooms before the end of 
August, as Judge Valliant, it its thought, 
would declare the law constitutional and 
order the Police Board to enforce it. The 
Judge is in very poor health, and for some 
time has been anxious to close 
his court, itn order that he might 
obtain the rest which his physician 
declared was absolutely necessary for him if 
he wanted to resume his work in the court- 
room next fall with a healthy body and a 
clear mind. The Judge plainly indicated re- 
luctance to keep open his court on account of 
the pool case, while talking to a reporter to- 
day before he went upon the bemch. ‘‘If the 
case was before me, said he, I should, of 
course, try it, no matter if I had to sit on 
the bench all summer, but it is not. 
1 have heard nothing of any mandamus 
proceedings, except in the newspapers, 
which of course I cannot take as reason suf- 
ficient to justify me in Keeping Open court 
after I have disposed of all the business on 
the docket. 

IT WOULD BE IMPROPER. 

‘*If I were to keep my court open and sit here 
waiting for the appearance of an application 
for a mandamus writ it would look very 
much like a kind of bargaining, and it would 
be an impropriety of which I woulén’t be 
guilty. It is possibile that the work I have on 
hand now may keep the court m session 
longer than! anticipate, but I shall adjourn 
when that is at an end, without regard to any 
future litigation hinted at. 

MUST WAIT TILL OCTOBER. 

The adjournment of the court, conse- 
quently ,will leave the State's Attorney In the 
lurch, as the only object of the mandamus 
proceedings was to obtain a weapon to use at 
once on the pool rools. ‘If the court adjourns 
it will be useless to ask the Police Board to 
instruct Chief Harrigan as to the enforce- 
ment ofthe law. The Supreme Court would 
get to the writ of error as quickly as the 
mandamus p could be heard. 
That time will be about the third week in 
September, and a decision can hardly be ob- 
tained before October. Until then it seems 
that the pool men are safe.

Alexander Munn, one of the trustees, heard 
of this sympathetic excuse for Bede ll’s 
wrong-doing, and after consulting with his 
brother officers, decided to make an investi- 
gation of the securities, in the way of mort- 
gages, that Foster, as counsel for the 
Gratuity Fund, held. Formal notice of inten- 
tion to audit the books was given. Foster 
promised to meet the trustees at his office on 
Wednesday, Sept. 2, but he never turned up, 
and has not been seen in New York since. A 
friend of his recognized him on a Long 
Island Railroad train thatevening. He was 
evidently bound for Bayport, L. I., where he 
lived Ike a prince in a house that cost him 
$20,000. His companion was his nice, a 
pretty young woman of years. On Sept. 
27 the books were gone over and the mort- 
gages were examined by the trustees. They 
discovered that fourteen out of the forty held 
by Foster had been cancelled by payment by 
the mortgagers and the amount, aggregating 
$168,000, had been stolen. On the following 
Monday a further defaication of $25,000 was 
found. On Jan. 5, eounsel for the exchange 
obtained judgment against young Foster for 
96,99. On Jan. II. his father, William K. 
Foster, paid $50 ,000 to the trustees on his son’s 
account, bringing the indebtedness down to 
$144,000. 

Iw SPAIN. 


In accepting the same the trustees re- 
seryed their right to proceed against young 
Foster atafuturetime. The father paid in 
the money on that understanding. While 
these negotiations were going on young Fos- 
ter was enjoying himself in the City of Mexi- 
co. He afterwards sailed for Spain. He is at 
present in Madrid. On December 90, 1890, 
Mr. Foster, who was, by the way, one of the 
founders of the Produce Exchange, died, 
leaving an estate valued at $1,000,000. He be- 
queathed , % worth of property to his 
scapegrace son. Yesterday the trustees of 
the Produce Exchange, after consulting with 
their lawyer, decided to bring suit against 
the executors for the $143,000 still due and 
owing by the heir, Mr. Foster, Jr. There 
was great excitement among the members of 
the Exchange when the news of this deter- 
mination leaked out yesterday. The con- 
census of opinion was that every dollar of 
the amount would be recovered in time. The 
greater part of the property left to the son is 
in New York City, and all of itis in the 
State. 

Two weeks ago a Pinkerton detective was 
dispatched to Madrid to negotiate with 
young Foster. Foster’s friends here believe 
thatthe embegzier will make his stealings 
good out of his father’s estate, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he is safe from, criminal 
prosecution, as there is no extradition treaty 
between Spajn and the United States that 
covers this offense. If the Pinkerton courier 
is unsuccessful in hig negotiations the civil 
suit against the executors of Foster, Sr. s. 
estate will be pushed to the bitter end.

The trotting horse is not confined to the 
track, but is useful in every land, the Chi- 
cago Sportsman remarks. On the road he is 
great; on the farm he does the work ofa 
mule, plowing, harrowing and hauling heavy 
loads. In cities he pulls butcher carts, milk 
wagons, buggies, carriages, omnibuses and 
express wagons, and is found indispensable 
in many other places where nothing but fast 
harness horses can be used. Horses that
